Their very num bers indicate th** con­ 
sideration with w hich they are trea t­ 
ed. T he exile, as he starts for Siberia, 
is universally looked upon as th** more 
unfortunate rath er titan erin iin r1, and 
is tin* recipient of many parting gifts.

T h* Story o f an A ustralian W om an and 
H er T roub les. 
D uring the recent hearing of a case 
a t Waddington Police Court, Sydney, 
New South W ales, it transpired th at 
the plaintiff had sold her husband, 
against w hom she w as now proceeding 
for using threatening language, to a 
lady to w hom she had given an agree­ 
m ent "not to iii any w ay h ereafter 
molest the buyer or take any proceed­ 
ings against h er or join her in any 
proceedings iii any court of law or 
equity.”

"In 
th e event of any breach of this agree­

ROMAN'S ARTIFICIAL LEG. 


Ancient Relic Is Now in the Posses- 


sion of London Medical 


Museum. 


The oldest artificial leg in existence 


is now iu the museum of the Royal Col- 
lege of Surgeons of England. 
H waa 


found.-says the British Medical Journal, 
in a tomb at Capua and Is described in 
the catalogue ns follows: 


"Roman artificial leg; the artificial 


limb accurately represents tho foriu of 
the leg; It is made with pieces of thin 
hrongp, fastened by bronze nails to a 
wooden core. 
Two iron bars, having 


holes at their free ends, are attached to 
the upper extremity of the brpnze; a 
quadrilateral piece of iron, found near 
the position of the foot, is thought to 
have given strength-to It. There is no 
trace of the foot, and the wooden core 
had nearly crumbled away. That skele- 
ton had its waist surrounded by a belt 
of sheet bronze edged with small rivets. 
probably used to fasten a leather lining. 
Three painted vases (red figures on a 
black ground) lay at the feet of the 
skeleton. The vases belong to an ad- 
vanced period in the decline of art 
(about 300 years B. C.)."

o this sentimentality of the poop c 


tlon with him, first tuid last, has been 
the nnlforu kindness with which work- 
men are treated by ov rseers. A recent 
trip down the Mississippi upon a river 
steamboat revealed scenes of bard- 
heartedness and cruelty on the part 
of the overseers who were driving 
iiogro stevedores to the utmost limit 
of human endurance, shocking every 
sentiment of humanity. The harsh and 
rasping tones, the terrible profanity, 
and the repented blows upon the backs 
of the overworked negroes, contrasted 
in a forcible manner with the patience 
observed everywhere here. The Anglo- 
Saxon overseer is a brute compared 
with n Russian. These feelings of sym- 
pathy found expression in a striking 
scene which I once witnessed In a 
group of children who had come out 
to slide upon some newly frozen ice, 
nt the beginning of winter. A number 
of children were barefooted, but those 
who had shoes, instead of monopoliz- 
ing them entirely to their own bene- 
fit, at Intervals took them off and lent 
them to ttielr less fortunate compan- 
ions.

Admirable in 
many respects ns nn organization is, 
it is looked irion by -the most enlight- 
ened friends of Russia as oue of tbe 
main otistncles to progress In tl.e so- 
cial and jolltical condition of the Em- 
pire. 
The Mir cither owns or rents 


the lands wh.ch its individual mem- 
bers cultivate. Annually, by universal 
BUffrnjv i« w'llch the wonvn who are 
widows, or whose husbands are ab- 
sent, take pnrt, elders 
are 
elected 


whose duty it is to see that each fam- 
ily has its proper proportion of the 
hind assigned to it. 
But, if there is 


any dissatisfaction, each individual has 
the right to call n public meeting and 
make a final appeal to the whclc body 
of voters. 


But every.bou«e has its garden well 


stocked v. ith cnbbngei iMid cucumbers 
and other vegetables, while the house 
itse.f, built of K>j.rs and covered witb 
thatch, s admirably adapted to the con- 
ditions of life to which the peasant 
has becoiv-e attau.cd.

mitted, as the ancient Greek commu- 
nities were, to ostracise objectlonal 
members. 
Moro than fifty per cent, 


of all the oxilos to Siberia have been 
sent there by vote of the village com- 
munities in which they lived. 
When 


such a vote Is taken, the unfortunate 
member is turned over to thfe general 
Government nnd put under police sur- 
veillance in Siberia. Nor is a criminal 
who hrs been sentenced by the courts 
permitted to return to his commune 
except by general permission. 


The Mir has certain common re- 


sponsibilities which every Individual 
chares. It owes to the gncvrul Gov- 
ernment taxes nud military service. 
This is essential to the maintenance 
of the unity of the Empire r.nd to the 
fulfillment of nil the higher aspira- 
tions of thu Slavic race.

*!»• Story of MI AmtMllM Woman Md 
H*r TroobUi. 


'During the recent hearing of a case 
at Paddlngtem Police Court, Sydney, 
New South Wales, It transpired that 
the plaintiff . had sold her husband, 
against whom she was now proceeding 
for using threatening language, to a 
lady to whom she had given nn agree- 
ment "not to in any way hereafter 
molest the buyer or take any proceed- 
ings against her or join her In any 
proceedings. In any court of law or 
equity." 
The document went on to state: "In 


the event of any breach of this agree- 
ment by me, I do hereby bind myself, 
my heirs, executors and administrators 
to pay the said purchaser the sum of 
£500 as nnd for liquidated damages." 
Despite this being duly signed and wit- 
nessed, the defendant's solicitor al- 
leged that the wife had repented of the 
transaction and wns taking proceedings 
for a Judicial separation. 
The sum- 


mons wns eventually dismissed. 


At Munich recently a woman sold her 


husband, a good-looking ne'er-do-well, 
to a neighbor for a small sum of 
money, aud was pleased enough with 
her bargain until, on n distant relative's 
death, be came Into a considerable for- 
tune. Then she attempted to resume 
her marital rights, but was so effectual 
ly resisted by her ex-husband's present 
possessor thnt she resolved to have re- 
course to the law's Intervention. To 
this end she consulted n lawyer, only 
to find thnt, through some technical 
Haw, her own marriage wns illegal and 
her claim on man nnd fortune conse- 
quently invalid. 


For 100 francs n Parisian laundress 


sold her husband, whose laziness and 
Intemperance seemed incorrigible, to 
the proprietress of a rival establish- 
ment. 
Under the new regime, bow- 


ever, the mart was compelled to turn 
over a new leaf, and soon became such 
n model helpmate that his legal spouse 
begnn to regret the transaction ami 
made advances to regain possession. 
These the purchaser resented, nnd. on 
intercepting n letter from the seller to 
her husband, repaired to the former's 
bouse with it stick, which she wielded 
with such vigor that the victim's cries 
reached the ears of a passing police- 
man, whose authoritative appeurnnci 
nlone Imposed peace. 


In the early '80s the writer was pres- 


ent at an inn in Cracow when a woman 
put up her husband to auction. She 
bersolf acted as auctioneer, while the 
lot to be disposed of--a strapping young 
fellow of not imprepossesiiiK appear- 
ance, who was evidently not averse to 
the proceedings—sat on a stool nt her 
feet. Bids came briskly, nnd the man 
was ultimately knocked down to a 
comely, if mature, widow, with whom 
he left the hostelry, evidently on the 
best of terms with himself and his 
purchaser.

The prosecution of a "strict mem- 


ber of the c.iurch nud a man of most 
exemplary deportment" for disturbing 
the congregation while engaged in di- 
vine worship, by his singing, was the 
subject with which the court had to 
wrestle in the case of State vs. Link- 
haw, 09 N. C. 214. The report shows 
that the effect of the singing "was to 
make one pnrt of the congregation 
laugh and the olhei ma-'; that the ir- 
religious and frivolous enjoyed it ns 
fun, while the serious nnd devout 
were- indignant." It wns shown thnt 
the disturbance wns so great that the 
preacher in one Instance declined to 
sing the hymn announced, that the 
presiding elder had refused to preach 
in the churcu on nceoiyit of such dis- 
turbance, mid-that, after a sermon of 
ospoelnl golenumy, a leading member 
of the church bad on one occasion gone 
to the defendant and specially re- 
quested him not to sing nt thnt time, 
nnd in this Instance he refrained.

th.iii summary execution or prolonged 
close confinement. However mistaken 
the policy may have been, the im-

it. 
Now that the policy Is to be re- 


versed. Hie first requisite Is the erec- 
tion of a largo utilizer of new local 
prisons, where it is doubtful if the 
unfortunate class will lie any better 
off than they have been.

tton with him, first aud last, has beei 
the nnlforu kindness with which work 
men are treated by ov rseers. "A recen 
trip down the MisR:ssIppi upon a rive 
steamboat revealed scenes of bard 
heartedness and cruelty on the par 
of the overseers who were driving 
negro stevedores to the utmost llinl 
of 
human endurance, si hock lug every 


sentiment of humanity. Tho harsh an< 
rasping tones, the terrible profanity 
and the repeated blows upon the backs 
of the overworked ne&roes, contrasted 
in a forcible manner with the patience 
observed everywhere here. The Anglo 
Saxon overseer Is a brute comparec 
with a Russian. These feelings of sym 
puthy found expression in a striking 
scene which I once witnessed in 
group of children who had come out 
to slide upon some newly frozen Ice 
at the beginning of winter. A ntunbet 
of children were barefooted, but those 
who lnul shoes, instead of monopoliz- 
ing them entirely to their own bene- 
fit, at intervals took them off and lent 
them to ttielr less fortunate compan- 
ions. 


THE VILLAGE GOVERNMENT. 


Paradoxical as it tray seem, one of 


the greatest hindrances to progress 
among the Russian peasu.-.try is the 
amount of liberty retained by the vil- 
llge commune of Mir, Admirable in 
many respects as an organization is, 
it is looked iriou by ihe most enlight- 
ened friends of Russia as one of the 
main obstacles to progress in tl.e so- 
cial and jolltioal condition of the Em- 
pire. 
The Mir cither owns or rents 


the lands wh.ch Its individual mem- 
bers cultivate. Annually, by uniwrsal 
suffrage i- which the wonvn who nre 
widows, or whose husbands are ab- 
sent, take pnrt, elders 
jire 
elected 


whose duty H Is to see that each fam- 
ily ha* its proper proportion of the 
land assigned to it. 
Hut, if there is 


uny dissatisfaction, each individual has 
the right to call a public meeting and 
make a final appeal to the whclo body 
of voicrs. 


Hut every hon«e lias its garden well 


Mocked v. ith i-abbagpi iMid cucumbers 
and other vegetables, while the house 
itse.f, built of K>j.rs and covered with 
thatch, s admirably adapted to the con- 
ditions of life to which the peasant 
has becoive nttiui.ed. 
It is varm in 


winter nnd cool Ju summer, aud provid- 
ed w itb u large brick oven in the prin- 
cipal rtom, wnli'h w< 11 co'i..e;'vrs tho 
heat f in.Uhcd by the reality supply 
of fuel. 
The fi'rnlttire is '. tuple, con- 


sisting of a few t c'lches and rough 
bedsteads and it table. 
The oven it- 


sell' a'so i f ten serves the purpose of

After drying over a level and 


treeless pr.iirip for many miles with- 
out seeing a single habitation, as one 
is ordinarily compelled to do, it is a 
pleasant experience to tonre suddenly 
upon a village of such bouses, snugly 
ensconced besido son1.• little stream 
which furnishes a <omcnicnt water 
supply. lAfe in these villages is cer- 
tainly much less lonely than in the 
scattered habitations of our o w n West- 
ern prulrit".. 


The Mir. again. hn« th* right and 


res'pon.'.ibiHIy of dealing with infrac- 
tions both of the civil nud criminal 
laws up to a certain degree, and is per- 
mitted, as the ancient Greek commu- 
nities were, to ostracise objectlomil 
members. 
More than fifty per cent, 


of all the exiles to Siberia have been 
sent there by vote of the village com- 
munities in which they lived. 
When 


such n vote ts taken, the unfortunate 
member is turned over to thfe general 
Government and put under police sur- 
veillance In Siberia. Nor is a criminal 
who hrs been sentenced by the courts 
permitted to return to his commune 
except by general permission. 


The Mir has certain common re- 


sponsibilities which every individual 
shares. It owe* tn the gneeral Gov- 
ernment taxes nud military service. 
This is essential to the maintenance 
of tho unity of the Empire r.nd to the 
fulfillment of all the/ higher aspira- 
tions of this Slavic race. 
Hence it 


comes about th:-t the individual mem- 
ber of the Mir is not permitted to go 
and come as he likes; but, upon leav- 
ing home, be must give a pledge to 
bis fellow raeivbera that he will con- 
tinue to bear ins share of the common 
burdens, at least until the next cen- 
sus is aikon. He must, therefore, se- 
cure leave of absence from .them. This 
is the reason for that Internal pass- 
port system which to outsiders seenis 
so meddlesome and onerous, while, 
viewed in the light of the real equities 
of the case, it is perfectly fair and 
just, mid is so considered by the mass 
of the Russian people. 
Tho great 


commcrclr.l and manufacturing centres 
of Russia are tilled wilh peasants who 
have obtained tcnpornry leave of ab- 
sence from their Mlrs for t;he purpose 
of Improving their condition In these 
broader fields of activity. Often they 
continue for the rest of their lives 
to reside in tho cities, while cheer- 
fully paying their annual tax to the 
Mir. This, however, is not regarded 
as an Imposition, but really as a pay- 
ment to secure an old age pension; for 
so long as they pay this tax they can, 
If business adversity overtakes them, 
return and ho reinstated ii\ all the 
rights, of thp village. — G, Frederick

Despite this being duly signed and wit- 
nessed, the defendant's solicitor al- 
leged that the wife had repented of the 
transaction and was taking proceedings 
for a judicial separation. The sum 
mo us was eventually dismissed. 


At Munich recently a woman sold her 


husband, n good-looking ne'er-do-well, 
to a neighbor for a small Bum of 
money, aud was pleased enough will) 
her bargain until, on a distant relative's 
death, he came Into a considerable for- 
tune. Then she attempted to resume 
tier marital rights, but was so effectual- 
ly resisted by her ex-husband's present 
possessor thnt she resolved to have re. 
course to the law's intervention. To 
this end she consulted a lawyer, only 
to find that, through some technical 
Haw, her own marriage was illegal and 
her claim on man and fortune conse- 
quently invalid.
